President  and  Members: 

SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  8.03  reads  as  follows: 

'One  certified  public  accountant  or  firm  of  certified  public 
accountants  shall  be  employed  by  the  Governing  Board  to  audit 
annually  all  the  funds  of  the  District.   The  audit  shall  be 
conducted  in  such  a  manner  as  to  comply  with  1)  the  provisions  of 
California  Education  Code  Section  84040,  2)  the  requirements  and 
standards  set  forth  by  the  California  State  Department  of  Finance  as 
it  applies  to  California  Community  Colleges,  and  3)  the  guidelines 
published  by  the  American  Institute  of  Certified  Public  Accountants 
in  its  Industry  Audit  Guide  'Audits  of  State  and  Local  Governmental 
Units. ' 

The  auditor  must  be  duly  authorized  to  practice  and  licensed  as  such 
by  the  State  of  California,  State  Board  of  Accountancy.   The  auditor 
shall  be  selected  by  the  Governing  Board  from  proposals  submitted 
pursuant  to  an  advertised  Request  for  Proposals  -  Auditing  Services. 

The  auditor  shall  be  employed  for  a  period  of  three  consecutive 
years  unless  his  work  or  his  proposed  fee  for  the  second  or  third 
year  is  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  to  the  Governing  Board.* 

Deloitte  Haskins+Sells,  CPA  and  Quan  &  Arima,  CPA  Joint  Venturers 
have  conducted  the  audit  of  the  SFCCD  for  three  fiscal  years,  1986-87,  1987- 
88,  and  1988-89. 

The  federal  Single  Audit  Act  applies  to  any  agency  that  receives 
$100,000  or  more  of  federal  funds.   The  SFCCD  receives  considerably  more  than 
$100,000  of  federal  student  financial  aid  funds  and  so  the  Single  Audit  Act 
applies. 

Office  of  Management  and  Budget  Circular  A-128  requires  that  "small 
audit  firms  and  audit  firms  owned  and  controlled  by  socially  and  economically 
disadvantaged  individuals  shall  have  the  maximum  practicable  opportunity  to 
participate  in  contracts  awarded  to  fulfill  the  requirements  of  this 
Circular. " 

In  order  to  provide  time  to  amend  SFCCD  Policy  Manual  Section  8.03 
to  incorporate  the  federal  Single  Audit  Act  and  OMB  Circular  A-128 
requirements  and  also  to  lengthen  the  audit  engagement  from  three  years  to 
four  years  to  amortize  the  high  start-up  costs  for  the  auditor,  it  is 
recommended  that  the  Governing  Board  set  aside  Section  8.03  of  the  SFCCD 
Policy  Manual  on  this  occasion  and  extend  the  audit  agreement  for  one  more 
year.

By  the  adoption  of  Resolution  No.  891130-S2  at  their  regular  meeting 
on  November  30,  1989,  the  Governing  Board  appointed  the  firm  of  Reid  and 
Tarics  Associates  to  prepare  a  Project  Planning  Guide  for  the  project:  Cloud 
Hall  Remodeling  for  Allied  Health  at  City  College. 

Funds  are  needed  to  cover  the  cost  of  the  services  required. 
Therefore,  it  is  proposed  to  reappropriate  $20,000  from  the  Capital  Outlay

In  April  1986,  Room  118,  Smith  Hall  was  remodeled  to  accommodate  the 
Registration  Center  after  the  Pierre  Coste  Dining  Room  was  relocated  to  the 
newly  reconstructed  Statler  Wing. 

The  new  Registration  Center  has  done  much  to  improve  the 
registration  process  since  the  remodeling.   However,  changes  to  registration 
procedures  to  further  improve  the  process  dictates  some  reconfiguration  of  the 
space.

Interest  rates  charged  on  the  unpaid  balance  of  a  Perkins  Loan  vary  according 
to  the  date  on  which  the  loan  was  made.   For  loans  made: 

"before  July  1,  1981,  3  percent  per  year 
"between  July  1,  1981 

and  September  30,  1981,  4  percent  per  year 

"on  or  after  October  1,  1981,  5  percent  per  year

City  College  of  San  Francisco  is  ready  to  implement  the  final  phases 
of  the  Library  Automation  Project  to  fully  automate  and  integrate  District 
library  services  and  collections.   The  functions  to  be  automated  include: 
acquisitions,  cataloging,  circulation,  and  reserve  book  room.   The  system  will 
also  provide  the  District  with  an  online  public  access  catalog  which  will 
allow  users  to  search  for  print  and  non-print  material  held  in  the  various 
District  libraries  and  learning  centers.   Eventually  the  system  can  also 
include  periodical  indices  and  can  be  linked  to  San  Francisco  State  University 
Library,  the  San  Francisco  Public  Library,  and  the  U.C.  Berkeley  libraries. 

Evaluation  of  seven  major  library  automation  system  vendors  over  the 
last  year  has  resulted  in  the  selection  of  one  unique  vendor  who  can  meet  the 
specific  needs  of  our  District.   Details  about  this  process  and  the  activities 
over  the  last  ten  year  leading  to  the  selection  of  a  vendor  are  contained  in  a 
report  to  the  Governing  Board  dated  April  6,  1990.   Based  on  the  criteria  of 
our  requirements,  the  firm  of  Dynix,  Inc.  is  recommended  to  provide  the 
necessary  hardware  and  software  system.

The 
price  quoted  was  $3,475  for  activities  and  $900  for  airfare,  totalling  $4,375. 
This  price  was  reduced  by  European  Studies  Association  to  $4,225. 

Twenty-five  City  College  students  are  currently  enrolled  in  the 
Florence  program,  studying  Italian  language,  art  and  humanities.   City  College 
wishes  to  conduct  another  program  in  Florence  during  the  Spring,  1991 
semester.   European  studies  Association  has  offered  to  renew  its  contract, 
providing  the  same  services  with  a  4%  price  increase..   The  price  increase 
seems  reasonable  when  compared  with  an  annual  percentage  rate  of  7%  in  Italy 
and  a  5%  decline  in  the  value  of  the  dollar.   Moreover,  the  new  price  of 
$3,640  for  activities  and  $740  for  airfare  totals  $4,380,  which  is  only  $5 
more  than  the  price  agreed  to  for  1990.

The 
insulation  is  an  asbestos  containing  material.   The  damage  has  caused  the 
insulation  to  break  away  from  the  pipe  and  become  friable,  thus  presenting  a 
potential  health  hazard.

The  law  firm  of  Liebert,  Cassidy  &  Frierson,  which  specializes  in 
public  emplojmient,  labor  and  education  law,  developed  the  proposal  for  this 
training  in  consultation  with  the  sponsors  of  the  proposal.  The  total  cost 
for  the  firm's  services  is  $3,000.

President  and  Members: 

Representatives  of  the  District  and  AFT  Local  2121  reached  tentative 
agreement  regarding  provisions  for  a  retirement  incentive  program  for 
certificated  employees  who  will  retire  at  the  close  of  the  1990-91  academic 
year.  The  Governing  Board,  by  Resolution  No.  900313-Sl  (3/13/90),  ratified 
the  collective  bargaining  agreement  for  1989-92.  This  resolution  amends  that 
agreement.  The  tentative  agreement  is  as  follows: 

(1)  Employees  must  submit  required  documents  for  retirement  at  the 
end  of  the  1990-91  academic  year. 

(2)  Such  documents  must  be  submitted  between  April  27,  1990  and  May 
31,  1990.

When  the  Los  Angeles  Community  College  District  had  a  similar 
problem  with  the  United  State  Department  of  Education,  Mr.  Donald  Livingston 
of  The  Livingston  Group,  successfully  negotiated  settlement  of  the  repayment 
request  in  a  substantially  reduced  amount.

The  College  has  been  informed  of  its 
selection  and  that  up  to  $50,000  has  been  temporarily  reserved  provided  the 
College  meets  the  following  conditions: 

1.  The  College  accepts  by  or  before  May  27,  1990  the  amount 
requested  up  to  $50,000. 

2.  A  certified  public  accountant  certifies  that  the  submitted 
application  was  accurate  according  to  the  instructions  in  the 
application  form. 

Under  the  Title  III  Endowment  Program,  the  Department  of  Education 
make  twenty  year  grants  to  help  institutions  of  higher  education  (1)  to 
establish  or  increase  endowment  funds;  (2)  to  provide  additional  incentives  to 
promote  fundraising  activities;  (3)  to  foster  increased  independence  and 
self-sufficiency  at  eligible  applicant  institutions.   The  Federal  grant  funds 
must  be  matched  dollar-for-dollar  by  the  grantee. 

The  Federal  grant  and  the  institutional  match  of  that  amount  is 
called  the  "endowment  fund  corpus."  The  institution  may  not  expend  any  of  the 
endowment  fund  corpus  for  the  length  of  the  20  year  grant  period.   However,  a 
grantee  may  spend  up  to  50  percent  of  the  income  earned  on  the  endowment  fund 
to  defray  expenditures  necessary  to  the  operation  of  the  institution.

Adoption  of  graduation  requirements  for  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District,  High  School  Diploma 

President  and  Members: 

In  December  1986,  by  Resolution  No.  861216-Sl  the  Governing  Board 
adopted  High  School  graduation  requirements  as  an  initial  step  in  the 
implementation  of  Senate  Bill  No.  813  (1983)  otherwise  known  as  the 
Hart-Hughes  Educational  Reform  Act  of  1983. 

In  keeping  with  Senate  Bill  813,  we  wish  to  complete  our  revision  of 
the  high  school  curriculum  and  recommend  at  this  time  that  students  be 
awarded  a  high  school  diploma  in  the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District 
by  meeting  the  requirements  outlined  in  Roman  Numeral  I  or  II  below. 

It  recommended  that  all  students  seeking  a  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  high  school  diploma  be  required  to  complete  successfully  at 
least  15  credits  in  approved  District  courses. 

After  appropriate  certification  of  a  disability  has  been  obtained  by 
tRe  San  Francisco  Community  College  District,  differential  standards  for 
handicapped  students  will  be  established  on  a  case-by-case  basis  by  the 
following  personnel:   the  Centers  Disabled  Enabler,  the  Centers  Learning 
Disabilities  Instructor,  the  Centers  Reading  Diagnostician,  and  the 
Administrator  in  charge. 

Additionally,  the  governing  board,  with  the  active  involvement  of 
faculty  and  staff,  shall  adopt  alternative  means  for  students  to  complete  the 
prescribed  course  of  study  which  may  include  practical  demonstration  of 
skills  and  competencies,  supervised  work  experience  or  other  outside  school 
experience,  interdisciplinary  study,  independent  study  and  credit  earned  at 
other  postsecondary  Institutions.   Requirements  for  graduation  and  specified 
alternative  modes  for  completing  the  prescribed  course  of  study  shall  be  made 
available  to  students  and  the  public. 

Finally,  it  is  recommended  that  these  new  requirements  be  phased  in. 

Based  on  the  above  recommendations,  the  following  resolution  is 
recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   SB813  mandates  graduation  requirements  that  are  in  excess 
of  those  in  place  in  the  high  school  program,  and

II)   A  passing  score  on  the  G.E.D.  or  C.H.S.P.E.  plus  successful 

completion  of  the  above  History,  Civics,  and  Career  Awareness 
requirements  and  at  least  a  reading  score  of  225  on  the  Rasch 
scale. 

Students  must  pass  the  established  San  Francisco  Community  College 
District  High  School  Proficiency  Tests  in  Reading,  Mathematics,  and  Writing. 
The  above  proficiency  requirements  may  be  waived  for  those  students  who  have 
passed  the  proficiency  tests  in  other  California  districts  which  award  high 
school  diplomas  and  who  are  accepted  into  our  High  School  Diploma  Program  as 
seniors.  A  "senior"  would  be  a  student  with  no  more  than  40  credits  of  work 
remaining  for  the  High  School  Diploma. 
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FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED; 


That  these  new  requirements  be  phased  in 
as  follows: 


New  Students: 


Continuing  Students 


New  requirements  will  apply  effective 
January,  1991  for  all  students  enrolling  in 
the  high  school  program  for  the  first  time. 
Old  requirements  will  apply  until  August, 
1992  for  all  students  who  are  enrolled  or 
have  at  some  time  been  enrolled  in  the  high 
school  program.   Effective  August,  1992, 
new  requirements  will  be  in  effect  for  all 
with  the  exception  of  those  students  for 
whom  the  new  time  line  would  create  an 
insurmountable  barrier  to  the  acquisition 
of  the  diploma.

President  and  Members: 

Since  the  establishment  of  community  service  class  fees  in  the 
Spring  Semester,  1983,  the  Governing  Board  has  authorized  several  adjustments 
to  the  fee  rates,  added  fee  rates  for  summer  sessions  and  set  up  variable 
rates  for  short  term  workshops  and  seminars.   Through  more  creative  and 
innovative  programing,  the  community  service  classes  have  grown  significantly 
during  the  past  year,  even  though  the  program  continues  to  be  subsidized  by 
the  SFCCD.   In  its  continuing  efforts  to  build  a  strong  community  service 
class  program  and  to  address  the  concerns  raised  in  the  1989  single  audit 
report  by  Deloitte,  Haskins+Sells  regarding  the  need  to  increase  revenues, 
the  SFCCD  finds  it  necessary  to  revise  the  Community  Service  Fees. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

WHEREAS:   By  Resolution  No.  880719-Sl  on  July  19,  1988,  the 

Governing  Board  adopted  fee  rates  and  introduced  a 
flat  fee  for  students  who  register  prior  to  an  early  registration 
deadline  and  a  nominal  equipment  fee  per  student  per  semester 
commencing  with  the  full  session,  1990  and 

WHEREAS:   The  SFCCD  finds  it  necessary  to  revise  said  fee  rates, 

NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

PART  1  -  REPEAL  OF  PREVIOUS  FEE  RESOLUTION 

Section  1  -  That  Governing  Board  Resolution  No.  880719-Sl,  is  hereby 
repealed  effective  the  end  of  the  Summer  Term  1990, 

PART  2  -  COMMUNITY  SERVICE  CLASSES  FEES 

Section  1  -  That  in  accordance  with  California  Education  Code 

Section  78462.5  a  community  service  class  fee  be  charged 
all  students  enrolled  in  community  service  classes  for  which  state 
apportionment  is  denied.   The  following  community  service  class  fee 
rate  is  adopted  commencing  with  the  Fall  Semester  1990: 

A.  i)   For  all  community  service  classes  of  eighteen 

week  duration,  $35  per  term  for  each  class  hour  per  week 
the  class  meets.   For  senior  citizens,  this  fee  shall  be 
$15.00  per  term  for  each  class  hour  per  week  the  class 
meets. 
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ii)  In  lieu  of  PART  2,  Section  1,  A.i)  a  $195  per  term  flat 
fee  entitling  the  payor  to  enroll  and  attend  any  and  all 
community  service  classes  of  eighteen  week  duration 
offered  during  the  term.   For  senior  citizens,  this  flat 
fee  shall  be  $90  per  term. 

iii)  Early  registration  discount: 

a)  For  students  choosing  the  flat  fee  option  in  PART 
2,  Section  1,  A.  ii)  the  flat  fee  shall  be  $185 
per  term  if  payment  is  made  prior  to  a 
predetermined  early  registration  deadline.   For 
senior  citizens,  this  early  registration  flat  fee 
shall  be  $80  per  term. 

b)  For  students  choosing  the  fee  rate  option  in  PART 
2,  Section  1,  A.  i)  the  fee  shall  be  $33  per  term 
for  each  class  hour  per  week  the  class  meets  if 
pajnnent  is  made  prior  to  a  predetermined  early 
registration  deadline. 

c)  The  early  registration  deadline  shall  be 
determined  by  SFCCD  administration  each  term. 

iv)  For  all  students  enrolling  in  any  Arts  and  Crafts 
community  service  classes  of  eighteen  week 
duration,  $5  per  term  equipment  fee. 

B.  i)   For  all  Summer  Session  community  service  classes  of 

six-weeks,  $16.00  per  term  for  each  class  hour  per  week 
the  class  meets.   For  senior  citizens,  this  fee  shall  be 
$5.00  per  term  for  each  class  hour  per  week  the  class 
meets. 

ii)  In  lieu  of  PART  2,  Section  1,  B.  i) ,  a  $90  per  term 
flat  fee  entitling  the  payor  to  enroll  in  and  attend 
any  and  all  community  service  classes  of  six-week  duration 
offered  during  the  term.   For  senior  citizens,  this  flat 
fee  shall  be  $40. 

C,  For  all  other  community  service  non-credit  classes  of  less 
than  eighteen  week  duration,  a  fee  consisting  of  two 
elements: 

i)   a  course  development  fee  range  from  $1  to  $17,  and 

ii)  an  hourly  fee  rate  range  from  $1  per  hour  to  $10  per  hour. 

Course  development  fee  and  hourly  fee  rates  for  each  such 
short  term  class  to  be  determined  by  the  SFCCD  administration 
according  to  subject  matter,  equipment  needed  and  personnel 
qualifications. 
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Section  2  -  For  the  purpose  of  this  resolution,  "Senior  citizen" 

means  any  student  65  years  of  age  or  older.   Proof 
of  age  shall  be  established  by  California  ID  card,  driver's  license, 
military  ID,  or  passport. 

Section  3  -  These  community  service  class  fee  rates  are  exclusive 

of  any  student  materials  and  modeling  fees  which  may  be 
required  of  the  student  in  a  particular  class  and  do  not  recover  the 
full  cost  of  conducting  existing  community  service  classes. 

PART  3  -  REFUND  OF  FEES 

Section  1  -  The  full  community  service  class  fee  paid  shall  be 

refunded  to  students  who  officially  withdraw  before  the 
first  meeting  of  the  class. 

Section  2  -  The  full  community  service  class  fee  paid  shall  be 

refunded  to  students  for  classes  which  are  terminated 
by  the  SFCCD  before  the  end  of  the  class  term. 

Section  3  -  After  the  commencement  of  each  school  term,  there  shall 

be  no  refunds  for  students  who  pay  the  flat  fee  for  that 
term. 

Section  4  -  There  will  be  no  refunds  or  partial  refunds  for  any 
other  reason. 

PART  4  -  USE  OF  EQUIPMENT  FEE  FUNDS 

Section  1  -  Equipment  fees  collected  pursuant  to  PART  2. 

Section  1,  A.  iv)  are  intended  to  be  used  for  the  sole 
sole  purpose  of  acquiring  or  replacing  equipment  for  the  non-credit 
community  service  class  program,  subject  to  the  budgeting 
and  purchasing  procedures  of  the  District. 

PART  5  -  ACCOUNTING 

Section  1  -  That  the  community  service  class  fees  collected  shall  be 

deposited  to,  and  checks  for  fee  refunds  shall  be  drawn 
against  a  separate  commercial  bank  account.

Adoption  of  Tentative  Budgets  for  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1990-91 

President  and  Members: 

In  order  that  the  financial  affairs  of  the  San  Francisco  Community 
College  District  may  be  continued  during  the  first  months  of  the  new  fiscal 
year,  beginning  July  1,  1990,  a  formal  resolution  adopting  tentative  budgets 
for  the  General  Fund  (Unrestricted  and  Restricted),  Cafeteria  Fund,  Capital 
Outlay  Projects  Fund,  and  the  Child  Development  Fund  is  required.   The 
resolution  permits  the  Controller  to  establish  expenditure  appropriation 
accounts  so  that  obligations  may  be  incurred  and  salaries  paid  during  the 
Summer  1990,  prior  to  adoption  of  the  final  budget  in  August  or  September 
1990. 

The  Tentative  Budgets  will  be  set  up  on  the  accounting  records  of 
the  San  Francisco  Community  College  District  and  the  S.  F.  Controller.   With 
the  subsequent  adoption  of  a  final  budget  by  the  Governing  Board  of  the  SFCCD, 
adjustments  will  be  made  on  the  accounting  records  to  establish  the  adopted 
budget. 

The  budget  process  for  the  General  Fund,  Unrestricted  began,  as 
usual,  with  the  requests  from  the  various  departments.   These  requests  were 
accumulated  and  totalled  using  the  1989-90  rates  for  certificated  and 
classified  salaries  as  well  as  benefits.   This  Requested  Budget,  which 
amounted  to  $102,590,599,  was  then  adjusted  to  reflect  1990-91  salary  and 
fringe  rates.   This  year,  as  opposed  to  previous  years,  most  rates  are  known 
for  the  salary  related  expenditures  including  fringe.   When  these  rates  were 
applied,  the  total  became  $108,811,581.   Each  division  is  now  working  on  this 
updated.  Requested  Budget  1990-91  so  that,  by  August,  it  will  balance  with  the 
available  revenues  for  1990-91. 

The  revenue  side  of  the  Tentative  Budget  1990-91  has  been  developed 
from  the  1989-90  Revenue  Budget.   General  Revenues  have  been  calculated  at 
full  1%  growth  and  reflect  the  current  estimate  of  the  COLA,  4.66%.   In 
addition  the  program  improvement  funds,  which  were  provided  as  part  of  AB1725, 
have  been  added  to  the  base  for  1990-91.   The  1989-90  ending  balance  has  been 
estimated  by  annualizing  the  April  30,  1990  appropriation  statement: 
$2,088,044.   The  lottery  income  has  been  estimated  at  last  year's  rate  and 
budgeted  at  $5,453,652.   Other  revenues  have  been  estimated  to  equal  those  of 
the  previous  year  except  in  cases  where  additional  information  is  known.   With 
these  adjustments  the  current  estimate  of  the  1990-91  revenue  budget  is 
$95,814,325.  This  revenue  budget  is  only  an  estimate  at  this  time  and  will  be 
refined  after  the  Governor  signs  the  budget  and  the  final  expenditure  figures 
for  1989-90  are  known. 

The  expenditure  side  of  the  Tentative  Budget  1990-91  was  developed 
starting  from  the  Rebudget  1989-90  as  of  April  30,  1990.   The  Rebudget  was 
adjusted  to  reflect  the  increases  in  the  Classified  and  Certificated  salaries 
and  the  State  COLA  was  applied  to  the  Supplies  and  Operating  Expenses. 
Capital  Outlay  in  the  Unrestricted  General  Fund  Budget  was  maintained  at  the 
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levels  in  the  Rebudget  as  were  the  Fringe  Benefit  amounts.   A  number  of 
initiatives  for  the  Chancellor  Elect  Evan  S.  Dobelle  were  added  to  the  budget. 
This  Tentative  Budget  1990-91  totalled  $100,248,898  and  is  below  the  "Gann 
Limit"  for  1990-91  which  is  $114,052,720.66,  but  is  beyond  our  budget 
resources  for  next  year  as  we  know  it  at  this  time.   In  order  to  balance  the 
revenue  side  with  the  expenditure  side  of  the  Tentative  Budget  1990-91,  a 
revenue  item  of  "Additional  Income"  $4,434,573  has  been  included.   Budget 
control  language  has  been  included  in  this  resolution  to  provide  for 
continuous  operation  until  the  final  budget  is  adopted.   The  Tentative  Budget 
for  the  General  Fund,  Unrestricted  is  thus  recommended  to  the  Board  in  the 
amount  of  $100,248,898. 

The  Tentative  Budget  1990-91  for  the  General  Fund,  Restricted  has 
been  prepared  using  the  1989-90  rebudget  figures  and  have  been  adjusted  for 
salary  and  fringe  for  1990-91.   The  actual  revenues  in  these  budgets  become 
known  at  different  stages  in  the  budget  process.   Adjustments  to  these  budgets 
will  be  made  as  information  becomes  available.   Tentative  Budget  1990-91  for 
the  General  Fund,  Restricted  is:

The  Tentative  Budget  1990-91  for  the  Cafeteria  Fund  is  $927,504. 
This  includes  both  the  College  and  the  Centers  and  reflects  the  1990-91  costs 
for  classified  staff  and  estimated  food  costs  over  the  Rebudget  1989-90.   The 
Recommended  Final  Budget  will  be  adjusted  to  reflect  the  closing  Income 
Statements  and  Balance  Sheets  as  of  June  30,  1990. 

The  Tentative  Budget  1990-91  for  the  Child  Development  Fund  reflects 
the  addition  of  two  programs  which  were  previously  budgeted  under  the  Grants 
Fund  (Restricted).   This  adjustment  is  in  compliance  with  the  recommendations 
of  our  auditors.   We  have  not  yet  been  advised  of  the  amount  of  funding  for 
1990-91  for  the  Campus  Child  Care  Bailout  so  that  the  Tentative  Budget  is 
recommended  at  the  1989-90  amount.   The  Tentative  Budget  for  the  Child 
Development  fund  is  thus:

where  such  positions  would  result  in  net  increase  in  revenues,  or 
where  such  positions  are  required  to  comply  with  law.   New  positions 
shall  be  defined  as  those  positions  which  were  not  funded  and 
occupied  as  of  June  1,  1990  (end  of  the  Spring  Semester  1990)  or

Recalculating  the  appropriations  limit  for  1988-89  and 
1989-90  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Section  7908 

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to 
place  various  appropriation  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and 
local  government,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "Gann  Limit". 

Simply  stated  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is 
the  appropriations  limit  for  the  base  year  adjusted  for  inflation,  and  change 
in  population.   For  a  community  college  district,  inflation  is  the  lesser  of 
the  change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and 
change  in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

Governing  Board  Resolutions  880621-B3  and  890622-B3  established  the 
appropriations  limit  for  1988-89  and  1989-90,  respectively. 

By  memorandum  dated  April  30,  1990,  the  State  Chancellor's  Office 
informed  us  of  recent  legislation  (AB198,  SB98  and  AB751)  that  changed  the 
method  for  calculating  the  Gann  Limit  for  community  college  and  school 
districts.   For  community  college  districts,  the  changes  are  specified  in 
Government  Code  Section  7908.   The  changes  generally  include  special  purpose 
apportionments  within  the  Gann  Limit  to  implement  State  Proposition  98  and 
exclude  any  nonreimbursed  court  or  federal  mandates  imposed  on  or  after 
November  6,  1979.   Districts  are  now  required  to  revise  and  report  the  new 
appropriations  limit  in  a  manner  prescribed  by  the  Chancellor's  Office  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  Department  of  Finance. 

Government  Code  Section  7908  now  reads  as  follows: 

(a)  As  used  in  this  section,  "ADA"  means  the 
annual  average  daily  attendance  reported  for 
students  attending  the  community  college  district 
during  the  fiscal  year. 

(b)  "Proceeds  of  taxes"  shall  be  deemed  to  include 
subventions  from  the  state,  including  special 
purpose  apportionments,  but  excluding  subventions 
received  from  the  state  for  reimbursement  of  state 
mandates  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Section  6  of  Article  XIII  B  of  the  California 
Constitution  or  of  Section  17561  or  for 
reimbursement  of  court  or  federal  mandates  imposed 
on  or  after  November  6,  1979,  only  if  those 
subventions,  when  added  to  the  district's  local 
resources,  as  defined  in  items  (2)  and  (3)  of 
subdivision  (a)  of  Section  84904  of  the  Education 
Code,  do  not  exceed: 

(1)  For  the  1978-79  fiscal  year,  the  lesser  of 
the  statewide  average  revenues  or  the  actual 
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revenues  received  per  ADA,  as  defined  in  paragraph 
(1)  of  subdivision  (c)  of  Section  84700  of  the 
Education  Code,  multiplied  by  the  ADA  in  the 
district  for  the  1978-79  fiscal  year. 

(2)  For  the  1979-80  through  the  1987-88  fiscal 
years,  the  amount  specified  in  paragraph  (1) 
adjusted  by  the  lesser  of  the  change  in  cost  of 
living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income 
for  the  preceding  calendar  year  and  the  percentage 
change  in  the  district's  ADA  for  that  fiscal  year. 

(3)  For  the  1988-89  fiscal  year  and  each  fiscal 
year  thereafter,  the  appropriations  limit  of  that 
district,  plus  amounts  paid  for  any  nonreimbursed 
court  or  federal  mandates  imposed  on  or  after 
November  6,  1979,  less  the  sum  of  the  following: 

(A)  Interest  earned  on  the  proceeds  of  taxes 
during  the  current  fiscal  year. 

(B)  The  50  percent  of  miscellaneous  funds 
received  during  the  current  fiscal  year  which  are 
from  the  proceeds  of  taxes. 

(C)  Locally  voted  taxes  received  during  the 
current  fiscal  year,  such  as  parcel  taxes  or 
square  foot  taxes,  unless  for  voter-approved 
bonded  debt. 

(D)  Any  other  local  proceeds  of  taxes  received 
during  the  current  fiscal  year,  other  than  local 
taxes  which  count  towards  the  revenue  limit,  such 
as  excess  bond  revenues  transferred  to  a 
district's  general  fund  pursuant  to  Section  15234. 

(c)  Each  community  college  district  shall  report 
to  the  Chancellor  of  the  California  Community 
Colleges  and  to  the  Director  of  Finance  at  least 
annually  its  appropriations  limit,  its 
appropriations  subject  to  limitation,  the  amount 
of  its  state  aid  apportionments  and  subventions 
included  within  the  proceeds  of  taxes  of  the 
district  and  amounts  excluded  from  the 
appropriations  limit,  at  a  time  and  in  a  manner 
prescribed  by  the  Chancellor  of  the  California 
Community  Colleges  and  approved  by  the  Director  of 
Finance . 

Since  June  13,  1990,  a  three  page  worksheet  setting  forth  the 
recalculation  of  the  appropriations  limit  has  been  available  for  public 
inspection  at  the  District  Business  Office,  Budget  Section,  33  Gough  Street, 
San  Francisco,  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Sections  7908  and  7910. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  Governing  Board  pursuant  to  Government  Code 
Sections  7908  and  7910  (Gann  Limit)  recalculates  and 
amends  the  SFCCD  appropriations  limit  for  the  fiscal  years  1988-89 
and  1989-90  at  $102,017,295.56  and  $110,150,042.95,  respectively. 
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FURTHER  BE  IT  RESOLVED:   That  supporting  documentation  has  been  made 

available  to  the  public  for  its  review  and 
that  any  action  to  set  aside  or  annul  this  action  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  7910  must  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Governing  Board  within  45  days  of  the  adoption  of  this  resolution.

The  rate  as  requested  by  the  Bay  Area  Models'  Guild  and  recommended 
for  1990-91  will  be  $11.75  with  a  two-hour  minimum.

Since  June  30,  1986  we  have  obtained  liability  coverage  by 
self-insurance  through  pooling  with  the  State  Wide  Association  of  Community 
Colleges  (SWACC) ,  a  Joint  Powers  Authority  (JPA) .   The  SWACC-JPA  requires  us 
to  obtain  claims  administration  through  a  third  party  for  the  claims  in  the 
self  insured  retention  ($25,000  on  liability)  and  the  deductible  ($25,000  on 
property)  region.   SWACC-JPA  has  entered  into  a  management  services  contract 
with  Keenan  &  Associates  to  obtain  among  other  services,  claims  management 
services  for  the  claims  filed  against  the  SWACC-JPA.   Since  there  are  savings 
in  administrative  effort  and  improved  coordination  of  claims  processing  that 
are  achieved  by  having  the  same  party  administer  claims  under  as  well  as  over 
our  deductible/SIR,  we  have  contracted  with  Keenan  &  Associates  for  claims 
administration  services  since  July  1,  1986.   Staff  recommends  that  we  continue 
with  Keenan  &  Associates  for  the  claims  administration  for  the  Fiscal  Year 
1990-91.   We  have  been  quoted  a  maximum  price  based  on  time  and  expenses  of 
$12,000  and  a  minimum  of  $8,000  for  the  Fiscal  Year  1990-91. 

California  Government  Code  Section  53060  reads  in  part  as  follows: 
"The  legislative  body  of  any  public  or  municipal  corporation  or  district  may 
contract  with  and  employ  any  persons  for  the  furnishing  to  the  corporation  or 
district  special  services  and  advice  in  financial,  economic,  accounting, 
engineering,  legal,  or  administrative  matters  if  such  persons  are  specially 
trained  and  experienced  and  competent  to  perform  the  special  services 
required.  ..."

President  and  Members: 

The  California  electorate  on  November  6,  1979  approved  Proposition  4 
(Gann  Initiative)  which  added  Article  XIII  B  to  the  State  Constitution  to 
place  various  appropriation  limitations  on  the  fiscal  powers  of  state  and 
local  government,  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "Gann  Limit". 

Simply  stated  the  appropriations  limit  for  the  succeeding  year  is 
the  appropriations  limit  for  the  base  year  adjusted  for  inflation  and  change 
in  population.   For  a  community  college  district,  inflation  is  the  lesser  of 
the  change  in  cost-of-living  or  California  per  capita  personal  income  and 
change  in  population  is  the  percentage  change  in  the  district's  ADA. 

During  the  1989  State  Legislative  Session  a  number  of  refinements 
were  enacted  to  implement  Proposition  98  to  include  special  purpose 
apportionments  within  the  Gann  Limit  and  to  exclude  any  unreimbursed  court  or 
federal  mandates  imposed  on  or  after  November  6,  1979. 

Government  Code  Section  7910  reads  as  follows: 

"Each  year  the  governing  body  of  each  local 
jurisdiction  shall,  by  resolution,  establish  its 
appropriations  limit  and  make  other  necessary 
determinations  for  the  following  fiscal  year 
pursuant  to  Article  XIII  B  at  a  regularly 
scheduled  meeting  or  noticed  special  meeting. 
Fifteen  days  prior  to  the  meeting  documentation 
used  in  the  determination  of  the  appropriations 
limit  and  other  necessary  determinations  shall  be 
available  to  the  public.   The  determinations  made 
pursuant  to  this  section  are  legislative  acts. 
Any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to  attach, 
review,  set  aside,  void,  or  annul  the  action  of 
the  governing  body  taken  pursuant  to  this  section 
for  the  1980-81  fiscal  year  shall  be  commenced 
within  60  days  of  the  effective  date  of  the 
resolution  or  the  effective  date  of  the  act  which 
added  this  section  to  the  Government  Code, 
whichever  date  is  later. 

For  the  1981-82  fiscal  year  and  each  fiscal  year 
thereafter,  any  judicial  action  or  proceeding  to 
attack,  review,  set  aside,  void,  or  annul  the 
action  of  the  governing  body  taken  purusant  to 
this  section  shall  be  commenced  within  45  days  of 
the  effective  date  of  the  resolution. 
All  courts  wherein  such  actions  are  or  may  be 
hereafter  pending,  including  any  court  reviewing 
such  action  on  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  lower 
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court,  shall  give  such  actions  preference  over  all 
other  civil  actions  therein,  in  the  manner  of 
setting  the  same  for  hearing  or  trial  and  in 
hearing  the  same  to  the  end  that  all  such  actions 
shall  be  quickly  heard  and  determined. 

All  courts  wherein  such  actions  are  or  may  be 
hereafter  pending,  including  any  court  reviewing 
such  action  on  appeal  from  the  decision  of  a  lower 
court,  shall  give  such  actions  preference  over  all 
other  civil  actions  therein,  in  the  manner  of 
setting  the  same  for  hearing  or  trial  and  in 
hearing  the  same  to  the  end  that  all  such  actions 
shall  be  quickly  heard  and  determined." 

The  State  Chancellor's  Office  notified  us  by  memorandum  dated 
May  23,  1990  that  the  Department  of  Finance  has  determined  that  the  applicable 
price  factor  to  be  used  in  setting  the  1990-91  appropriation  limit  is: 
California  per  capita  personal  income:  A. 21%. 

Since  June  13,  1990,  a  thirteen  page  worksheet  setting  forth  the 
derivation  of  the  appropriations  limit  has  been  available  for  public 
inspection  at  the  District  Business  Office,  Budget  Section,  33  Cough  Street, 
San  Francisco,  pursuant  to  Government  Code  Sections  7908  and  7910. 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption:

Under  the  Title  III  Endowment  Challenge  Grant  Program,  the 
Department  of  Education  makes  twenty  year  grants  to  help  institutions  of 
higher  education  (1)  to  establish  or  increase  endowment  funds;  (2)  to  provide 
additional  incentives  to  promote  fundraising  activities;  (3)  to  foster 
increased  independence  and  self-sufficiency  at  eligible  applicant 
institutions.  The  Federal  grant  funds  must  be  matched  dollar-for-dollar  by 
the  grantee,  and  the  fundraising  deadline  will  most  likely  be  April  1,  1992. 

The  Federal  grant  and  institutional  match  of  that  amount  is  called 
the  "endowment  fund  corpus."  The  institution  may  not  expend  any  of  the 
endowment  fund  corpus  for  the  length  of  the  20  year  grant  period.   However,  a 
grantee  may  spend  up  to  50  percent  of  the  income  earned  on  the  endowment  fund 
to  defray  expenditures  necessary  to  the  operation  of  the  institution  or  the 
administration  and  management  of  the  endowment  fund.   Moreover,  an  institution 
may  designate  a  foundation,  organized  for  the  purpose  of  raising  money  for 
that  institution,  as  the  recipient  of  an  endowment  grant. 

City  College  is  requesting  a  grant  of  $500,000  for  this  purpose.  No 
SFCCD  matching  funds  are  required;  however,  the  College  must  secure  private 
sector  matching  fund  equal  to  the  Federal  grant.  The  sources  of  funding  are 
as  follows:

The  SFCCD  and  Local  2121  of  the  American  Federation  of  Teachers  have 
agreed  to  increase  the  maximum  amount  of  dental  coverage  provided  to  fulltime 
certificated  employees  from  $1,000  to  $2,000  per  year,  and  for  part-time 
certificated  employees  from  $750  to  $2,000  per  year.   In  addition,  the 
lifetime  maximum  for  orthodontic  coverage  shall  be  increased  from  $700  to 
$1,500  for  full  time  certificated  employees,  and  from  $525  to  $1,500  for 
part-time  certificated  employees.  We  have  been  quoted  a  supercomposite 
amended  premium  rate  with  a  8.43%  and  a  43.02%  increase  over  the  current  rates 
as  follows:

(c)  After  the  public  has  had  the  opportunity  to  express  itself, 
the  public  school  employer  shall,  at  a  meeting  which  is  open 
to  the  public,  adopt  its  initial  proposal.

It  is  the  District's  responsibility  to  provide  the  Architect  with  a 
topographic  and  boundary  survey  of  the  proposed  site  on  which  to  base  the 
design  of  the  building.   It  has  been  determined  that  the  most  timely  and 
inexpensive  method  of  producing  the  survey  is  by  photogrammetry  which  involves 
the  use  of  a  combination  of  aerial  photographs  and  field  established  datum. 
The  Survey  Section  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Engineering 
was  requested  to  provide  an  estimate  of  cost  for  the  ground  control  field 
surveying  required  in  the  process.   They  have  requested  $15,000  to  provide 
their  portion  of  the  work.   It  is  proposed  that  the  Architect  be  requested  to 
arrange  for  the  photogrammetry  portion  of  the  survey  as  an  "extra  Service" 
through  a  modification  to  the  Architect's  Contract  (see  Resolution  No. 
900628-B18,  this  Agenda). 

The  following  resolution  is  recommended  for  adoption: 

RESOLVED:   That  the  Vice  Chancellor,  Business,  is  authorized  to 

issue  the  necessary  Controller's  Journal  Entry  to  the 
Department  of  Public  Works,  Bureau  of  Engineering,  to  provide  ground 
control  field  work  incident  to  the  photogrammetric  survey  of  the 
proposed  site  for  the  new  CCSF-Library,  $15,000  and  to  charge  such 
costs  to  SFCCD  Appn.  No.  S9  8184  6200.
